Up to, Monday afternoon 3120
voters had been listed, this figure
including a few who had moved
from one precinet to another, thus
duplicating the count In their case,

From March 2 to midnight of
March  24th, the books will be
open for registratjons for the pri-
maries on May 8.

The number so far registered
exceeds by more than one thou-
sand those registered for the last
municipal election on  April 14,
1930. The total at that fime ran
to 2189, There will be twelve: pre-
cincts 1 this  year, including the
newly annexed Mc¢Donald and Lo-
mita tracts, as contrusted with
eleven  for the previous eclection.

March 13 will be the last date
for the appointment of election
judges and clerks.
